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AN ACT concerni ng taxes.

Be it enacted by the People of the State of |Illinois,

represented in the General Assenbly:

Section 5. The Tel ecomruni cati ons Muni ci pal
I nfrastructure Miintenance Fee Act is amended by changing

Section 15 as foll ows:

(35 ILCS 635/ 15)

Sec. 15. State t el ecomruni cati ons infrastructure
mai nt enance f ees.

(a) A State infrastructure maintenance fee is hereby
i nposed upon telecomunications retailers as a replacenent
for the personal property tax in an anount specified in
subsection (b).

(b) The amount of the State infrastructure naintenance
fee i nposed upon a teleconmunications retailer under this
Section shall be equal to 0.5%of all gross charges charged
by the tel ecomunications retailer to service addresses in
this State for telecomunications, other than wreless
t el ecommuni cations, originating or received in this State.
However, the State infrastructure maintenance fee is not
i nposed in any case in which the inposition of the fee would
violate the Constitution or statutes of the United States.

(c) An optional infrastructure maintenance fee i s hereby
creat ed. A tel ecommuni cations retailer may elect to pay the
optional infrastructure mai ntenance fee with respect to the
gross charges charged by the tel econmunications retailer to
service addresses in a particul ar muni ci pal ity for
t el ecommuni cations, other than wreless telecomunications,
originating or received in the nunicipality if (1) the
tel ecommuni cations retailer is not required to pay any

conpensation to the nunicipality under an existing franchise
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agreenent and (2) the nunicipality has not inposed a
muni ci pal infrastructure maintenance fee as authorized in
Section 20 of this Act. A teleconmunications retailer
electing to pay the optional infrastructure maintenance fee
shall notify the Departnment of such election on t he
application for certificate of registration. | f a
tel ecommuni cations retailer elects to pay this fee with
respect to t he gr oss char ges char ged by t he
t el econmuni cati ons retailer to service addresses in a
particular nmunicipality, such election shall remain in ful
force and effect until such time as the nunicipality inposes
a nunici pal infrastructure mai ntenance fee.

(d) The anount of t he opt i onal infrastructure
mai nt enance fee which a tel ecommunications retailer may el ect
to pay wth respect to a particular nunicipality shall be
equal to 25% of the maxinmum anmount of the muni ci pal
infrastructure nmaintenance fee which the nunicipality could
i npose under Section 20 of this Act.

(e) The State infrastructure naintenance fee and the
optional infrastructure nmaintenance fee authorized by this
Section shall be collected, enforced, and adm nistered as set
forth in subsection (b) of Section 25 of this Act.

(f) A telecomunications retailer that pays the optional

infrastructure naintenance fee wth respect to the qross

charges charged by the tel ecommuni cations retailer to service

addr esses in a particul ar muni ci pality f or

t el ecommuni cations, other than W rel ess comruni cati ons,

originating or received in the nmunicipality shall annually

verify with that nunicipality all service addresses |ocated

in that nunicipality. For each service address that is not

located in a nunicipality and therefore not eligible to be

charged the optional infrastructure nmaintenance fee, the

tel ecommuni cations retailer shall issue a refund to the

custoner of all anopunts inproperly charged for the optional
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infrastructure mai ntenance fee plus interest at the rate of 1

1/ 2% per nonth or portion thereof fromthe date the fee was

i nproperly collected to the date the refund is issued.
